DESCRIPTION OF NEVINS’ HOME. 


The Boston Sunday Globe contuins 
avery complete description of the 
beautiful home for the aged and in- 
curable, which is being erected en the 
old Ingalls place on Broadway in 
memory of the late Henry Coffin Nev- 
ins. The architect is H. M. Stephen- 
son, Boston. Says the Globe: 

“The work of construction is now 
well under way and it is expected that 
the building will be completed and 
ready for occupancy by Jan, 1, 16.

John Mitthell, speaking for the mine 
workers, said the visit of the president 
marked an epoch in industrial history, 
and spoke of their gratitude for the 
president’s* intervention in the great 
strike of 1902. He introduced the 
president as one who had spoken for 
the right of the workmen to organize 
and who was an honorary member of 
one union. 

The president said he was glad to 
speak to the miners and under the 
auspices of the C. T. A. U. He point- 
ed out that a man’s own qualities were 
mostly responsible for determining his 
success.

Chicago’s Ownership Plans. 

Mayor Dunne of Chicago has de 
cided that the city should allow the 
traction companies to continue to oper- 
ate in the streets long enough to work 
out their present franchise values, 
while announcing its intention to take 
over the lines in the future.

After being delayed by a fog the ves- 
sel carrying the peace envoys of Ja- 
pan and Russia reached Portsmouth, 
N. H., where they were welcomed by 
the governor of New Hampshire and 
by great crowds of people. From their 
quarters at the Hotel Wentworth the 
envoys proceeded to the new storage 
house in the navy yard, which had 
been fitted up specially for them by 
the goverument. It was agreed that 
each side should speak in its own lan- 
guage, but that the written exchanges 
should be in French, and the Russians 
submitted their credentials. The Jap- 
anese had left theirs at the hotel, but 
later in the day produced them, and 
both sides were satisfied. Next day 
Baron ‘Komura submitted the terms 
of peace in writing and «cceded to the 
request of the Russians for time to 
study the terms and make a written 
reply, pending which the conference 
adjourned. Although both were |

Phelps at the Finish. 


After examination of the early pro-” 


prietor’s books, and the deeds of those 
who first parted with the land taken by 
Edward Phelps, I find that he bought 
the lot of Job Tyler in North Parish, 
and the division lots that fell to it 
after that date brought his outlying 
land north and east of Blanchard’s 
lots, and near Haggetts pond. But he 
bought more of Russe and Chandler, 


‘which brought his holdings nearer the 


West meeting house. Samuel Hutch- 
inson and others took the North Parish 
lots, so that in the days of Samuel and 
5Francis Phelps, the surviving members 
of migrations were all located around 
Haggetts pond and in the Merrimac 
woods, and, having intermarried with 
Danes and Chandlers and Mooar, we 
can guess that the last holdings of 
7Chandler Phelps, one-fourth of a mile 
north of the church, and that of 
‘Joshua, grandfather of the late resi- 
dents of this estate near the pond and 
the Lowell railroad, indicate the main 
holdings in West Parish. John God- 
frey, of Ipswich, also sold 40 acres to 
old, Edward in 1660, apparently held 
by mortgage from Job Tyler, so when 
we, some time in the future, proceed to 
locate the Tyler lots, something more 
definite will be found of the North 
Parish home of the first arrivals of 
Phelps infants. 

5Samuel Phelps and his wife, Pris- 
cilla Chandler, lost the eldest "Samuel 
at Lake George in 1750. His brother, 
‘Joshua, born 1738, married Lois Bal- 
lard, a daughter of old Deacon Heze- 
kiah Ballard and Lydia Chandler, so 
related closely to many allied fami- 
lies here—Dane Holt, Deacon Nathan 
Abbott, and many others, who may 
not know how it is they are cousins to 
Phelps blood. 

®Henry Phelps married Mary Bal- 
lard, a cousin of his sister-in-law, *Han- 
nah married Benjamin Mooar of Lew-. 
iston, Me.,:and Priscilla married Phile- 
mon Dane (called Daniel in the Phelps 
book). These are best known to us 
from continued residence. The chil- 
dren of *Joshua include 7Lois, wife of 
Isaac Blunt, jr., represented still by 
Charles Blunt and the family of the 
late Samuel, 7Hannah married Nathan 
Abbott, and one of her children was 
our faithful carpenter, Nathan, who 
was well known in my childhood cn 
the list of Abbott and Clement’s men. 


‘The only son who survived, ‘Joshua 


Phelps, born 1774, died in 1801, and 
his wife, Mary Gilson of Pepperell, of 
a family allied to other lines here, 
lived to 1856. In the next generation 
we are all familiar with the quiét lives 
at the old homestead still standing in 
the West Parish, a fine model of its 
style, held by ‘Joshua, wife Dorothy 
Watson, from Sandwich, N. H. He 
was the third of the namie to hold the 
estate,-where he died in 1873 at 76, 
she passing at 84 in 1880. After a life 
of journeying to and fro ‘across the 
country, *%Joshua died here from an 
accident, in 1886, .a single man, fol- 
lowing his brother ‘Asa, who. died, 1862, 
in California. Mrs. Gilman and_ her 
sister*® Dorothy Phelps, were the last to 
hold the most ancient ef the Phelps’ 
estates in direct line. %Samuel Phelps, 
son of Joshua, was a blacksmith, latest 
at Syracuse, N. Y. , *Mary married 
Levi Bean in 1819, Lydia married 
Jonathan Abbott, jr, *Henry, born 
1807, and his wife, Eliza Merrill, well 
known. by her remarkable strength 
which sustained her through long 
years of sorrow and care, and who 
recently died in North Andover with 
her daughter, represent the Joshua 
line. Henry Phelps and Mary Bal- 
lard’ saved 7Mary, who married Joseph 
Chandler in 1806, in the line of Mrs, 
Peter Smith, and 7Chandler Phelps, 
who died at 82 in 1868. 

Most of ‘Chandler Phelps’ life was 
spent, I should judge, on what very 
likely was the oldest holding in West 
Parish of the early Samuel, if 1 can 
judge from legacies of heirs and sales to 
the neighbors, before his day. He 
married twice, Lydia Parkhurst, a 
Chandler cousin, and mother of the 
children, and again, Hannah Frye 
Ballard, daughter of Hezekiah. Only 
two children’ grew up, *Herman, wife 
Esther Merri!l, and *Jacob, who died at 
31, leaving a widow, Rebecca (Chand- 
ler), who married John F. Russell of 
Wilton, N. H. Herman is represented 
by Frank Chandler Phelps, wife 
Abbie T. Hardy, and several in the 
tenth generation in his family ; and a 
brother, »Herman, and wife Ellen 
Ward, I have with three children and 
not traced outside as yet. Frank 
Phelps has our banner family in the 
line holding this name, though there is 
plenty of the blood here. ‘Samuel, 
‘Francis, and his wife, Phebe Holt, an 
aunt of Dane Holt on Prospect Hill 
farm, born 1722, had by their alliance 
a chance for a large and long-lived 
family. The Phelps’ book says he 
lived awhile in Hollis, N. H., and died 
in Pepperell, Me.

The Hoboken (N. J.) terminal station 
of the Lackawanna railroad and one 
ferryboat were totally destroyed by 
fire Aug. 8. Although the loss was fig- 
ured at $500,000, it might be said to 
be in reality a gain, as the structure 
was about to be torn down to make 
way for a new $2,000,000 terminal 
plant. No lives were lost and a tem- 
porary shed enabled traffic to proceed 
in a couple of days as usual. 

Fire destroyed the famous Protestant 
Episcopal chureh of St. Thomas at 
Fifth avenue and Fifty-third street, 
New York, in the millionaire section 
of the city, Aug. 8. The loss was estt- 
mated at $400,000, including many val- 
uable works of art. 

The biggest wooden vessel afloat, the 
American four masted schooner Roan- 
oke, of Bath, Me., was destroyed by 
fire Aug. 10 while loading at Noumea, 
New Caledonia.

Rev. Clark Carter Delivers Interesting 
Address at Methodist Church, Lawrence 


At the Haverhill street Methodist 
church Sunday evening the Rev. Clark 
Carter, city missionary, preached on 
“My Neighbor, the Pauper,” taking his 
text from Deuteronomy 15-11, “The 


poor shall never cease out of the land.” 

He said in part: 

“If the residents of Lawrence should 
pass in review before the doors of 
this church in single file, they could 
easily be so arranged that, without du- 
plication, every twenty-sixth person 
would be a pauper. There would be 
other poor people in the line: Aged men 
and women with feeble step and sunk- 
en cheeks, who have finished life’s toil 
but have not entered into rest; men 
and women with marks of evil thoughts 
and sinful practices upon thelr coun- 
tenances, who have spent money for 
that which is not bread, and their la- 
bor for that which satisfieth not; young 
men and maidens who are idle, un- 
enterprising, criminal; little children, 
who are ill cared for by underwise or 
unrighteous parents; hundreds of these 
perhaps thousands, and mingied with 
all these, the saintly poor who are 
bearing their burden of want in si- 
lence, neat in personal appearance, 
gentle in speech, unobtrusive. industri- 
ously gsing their little strength to keep 
soul and body together and at the 
same time to reflect a ray of glad sun- 
shine into some life sadder than their 
own, But regularly following, on af- 
ter each twenty-five of rich and pocr. 
of good and evil, every twenty-sixth 
person would be a pauper; a man cr 
woman or child, whose need was s” 
great, so exceptional, so sad _ that 
there could be no remedy of tt by near 
relatives, by kind neighbors, by charit- 
able societies or by the church, only 
by acceptance of cold public aid from 
th» treasury of the city through the 
office of the overseers of the poor. 

“The report of the state board of 
charity for 1904 shows that for the 
twelve months ending on March 31 of 
that year Lawrence provided for 2408 
paupers, In the state of Massachu- 
setts there were a few more than 76,000 
paipers, But Lawrence reported more 
than her proportionate share, 38.49 for 
each 1,000 of her  populaticn. The 
rate for the whole state was 27.87. 
There were 298 cities and towns with «a 
lower rate of pauperism than ours, 
and ours has risen rapidly in five years 
from 22.6 per 1000, These are sug- 
gestive figures. I need not ask your 
pity for these paupers, for you already 
pity them. You pity the others who 
are poor. You pity those whom we 
call the ‘deserving poor,’ the people 
who are poor not at all by (neir fault, 
but only by their misfortune. You pity 
even more the ‘undeserving poor,’ be- 
cause they are undeserving. You pity 
them because they lack energy, thrift, 
moral fibre, ambition. But t.ese pau- 
pers you pity most of all, You pity 
them so heartily that you do not rest. 
You ask the cause: “Why are there 
so many paupers?” You ask the means 
of prevention: “How can the un- 
counted poor be kept from slipping ir-’ 
to pauperism?”’ You ask the cure: 
“How can at least some of these pau- 
pers be recovered to a self-supporting 
and hopeful life? Finally you as |

‘‘The cause of pauperism is chiefly 
moral and has to do with charactcr. 
Doubtless that is the reason why pau- 
perism cannot wash off the taint of 
disgrace, even where the sufferer is 
blameless. Cyclones, shipwrecks, rail- 
road catastrophes, conflagrations, bus- 
iIness depression, sickness, old age 
cause poverty. They destroy property 
or cut off the ability to earn a living. 
But the brave soul rises superio, to 
disaster, gives a cordial farewell grasp 
to the hand that helped to rise, andl 
starts anew to grasp success from ad- 
verse circumstances. It is the whi»- 
ing coward or the covetous mercenary 
who allows his name to be written ™ 
the pauper list, and drifts without ef- 
fort. 

“Blameworthy are we, however much! 
we pity the poor, if we lazily vefer 
treasury. 
Unti? all other sources of aid are orov- |} 


vise our friends to relieve 
pauperism. Our lazy kindness 
poor becomes their greatest curse 
not this the reason that Lawrenc® has 
a disproportionate share of papers? 
Instead of patiently studying the needs 
of our friends have we not sent them 
to the city hall for a dole of provisions 
or fuel? Is there not danger of our 
teaching the foreigners who are crow4d- | 
ing the city a lesson which wili be 
costly to us and degrading to them?

Third. “We come now to your ques- 
tion of recovery unwisely our city has 
permitted many of her poor people to 
become paupers, It will be harder to, 
restore them to self-reliant citzenship 
than it would have been to prevent 
their original lapse.. But all of those 
who are at present aided as paupers 
are not hopelessly beyond restoration 
What can be done for their recovery? : 
It is a personal question. Is it not? 


‘What ought some one else to do” 
is, ‘What can we, average 
honest patriots, do?’ 

“To begin with, we can look into the 
matter. We can inquire whv these 
paupers are. A year ago a young man 
stumbled onto the fact ‘that certain 
widows who were receiving aid as 
worthy dependents on public charity 
were carrying on thrifty enterprises as 
illegal liquor sellers. In their kitchen 
bar-rooms they were exposing -heir 
own children to the polluting conduct 
and ribald conversation of drunken 
men and women. One of the widows 
had quietly taken to herself a new 
husband as her partner in the discred- 
itable business, This woman's aid was 
cut off. She and the others were raided 
by the police and all were fined. Tf you 
want to do something to further good 
government in Lawrence you might 
inquire whether through the overseers 
of the poor your taxes are helping pay 
the lawyers’ fees and the fines. 

You might at the same time make 
inquires as to whether there are other 
unworthy cases carried on the books 
of the pauper department. The clerk 
is not omniscient; he has not sufficient 
office help to enable him thoroughiy 
to investigate the 300 or more new 
cases which apply to him every year, 
He has little opportunity to keep in- 
torrhed concerning the old cases, Per- 
haps others of his widows have rée- 
married, Perhaps some of his bene- 
ficiaries are laying up a bank account, 
Perhaps some of his aged invalids are 
heavily insured in favor of speculat- 
ing traders or of relatives who will not 
use the death benefit to relieve the city 
of expense on the death of the pauper. 
Last year a man died after being long 
aided by the city, His wife and children 
had been half-starved for years; on the 
dole. of charity; and. when he was 
dead and buried it was learned that @ 
relative who ought to have been con- 
tributing to the comfort of the man 
and his family had been paying for 
life insurance large premiums. When 
she received her benefit she , retained 
for herself the largest share, only pay- 
ing the burial bills. 

It would be well for you to find out 
also in how many cases landlords and 
tradesmen are collecting their bills 
by keeping their debtors on the pauper 
list. When a poor person is advised 
by his grocer or landlord to apply for 
aid he does not suspect the _ motive, 
and he conveys ho suspicion to the 
office when he presents his application. 
Nevertheless it is true that @ g0 
many of these apparently kind advis~ 
ers are acting entirely from mercenary 
motives. 

If you prosecute such inquiries you 
will accomplish some prevention of 
pauperism; and you will very likely 
secure the withdrawal of aid from 
some families which do not need it 
or are unfit for it. If you would go 
further and perform a_ positive good, 
follow up the acquaintance which you 
already have with some pauper family. 
and set yourself to study the real 
need and how to meet it, by developing 
the resources within the home circle. 

4. Finally: “Are the needs of the 
paupers in Lawrence adequately, hu- 
manely supplied?” I can not say Yes. 
and I will not say “No.” I should. be 
misunderstood if I made either ans- 
wer. Ag in regard to the other ques- 
tions so it is here. The object of this 
addresg is to set you to thinking.

classes. Some receive ‘out door” re- 
lief, They are given aid in their own 
+ mes, The theory is that they have 


some, though « inadequate resources. 
Therefore rent is rarely paid; but or- 
ders for fuel and groceries nre given 
The amount decided on 18 very mea~ 
gre. The recipient is expected to use 
these gfits with the utmost trugality. 
Where. there are growing children to 
be fed it is often insufficient; and the 


family oregorts to supplement the 
weekly allowance.: At once you rais* 
‘the questign. as to phe. clty’s ¥ righhege 


to teach its citizens to ‘beg. Sometime: 
an-allowance is made where an able- 
bodied man is out of employment. No 
return ig required for him. He is half- 
ashamed to have it known that he 
receives aid. If possible he sends his 
wife or child to the city hai] to get 
the order. You ask whether it would 
not be a good scheme, testing the re- 
cipient’s own willingness to work and 
at the same time making the city 4@ 
slight return for the expenditure, ‘to 
require him to do some work. The 
street department appropriation ought 
not to be diverted to this purpose but 
under the direction of the superintend- 
ent of streets the pauper might be 
made to labor for the city’s benefit. 
Our streets are never too clean to 
omit the use of hoe and broom for 
a day. Other cities have followed this 
plan with excellent results im more 
than one particular, 

There are some aged people aided by 
small allowances in their own homes. 
They ask as a special favor not to be 
sent to the city home and declare that 
they can live on an allowance of 4 
dollar a week. Some of these people 
ought to receive no public relief. Their 
relatives are able to suppert them. 
Others receive the allowance and then 
go among their acquantances com- 
plaining of the city’s cruelty and beg- 


ging for gifts of food and clothing. 
You are looking up inqutringly, for 
you are at” least half convineed thaf 


such persons would be better off, voth 
physically and mentally, if they were 
removed to the city home. 


Well what about the city home and 
the cottage hospital, where “indoor 
relief” is given? For the sick the in- 
firm, the aged, they are the proper, 
resort. As is the case in all such in- 
stitutions there are: those who find’ 
fault. But I notice that often the faul 
finders return voluntarily after an 


absence. I am acquainted with many 
who have resided here for longer or 
shorter periods who made no complaint 
and I hear excellent reports of the 
medical and surgical cases treated 
there. My visits there are not as fre- 
quent as I should like to make them. 
but I am assured by the officers of @ 
welcome at any time. I am alwass 
courteously received and I find.no ob- 
stacle placed in the way of my seeing 


any inmate whom I desire to meet. 
Cleanliness characterizes the: whole 
place.

The Yellowstone Park, set aside by 
the government “for the benefit and 
enjoyment of the people” is located in 
the heart of the Rocky mountains. In 


extent it is about 75 miles along its 
| horthern and southern boundaries and 


65 miles east and west. Many of the 
peaks therein are from 10,000 to 14,909 
feet above the sea, and the lowest yal- 
ley has 600 feet elevation. 

Yellowstone Lake is over 15. miles 
square and is overrunning with fish. 
The Missouri, Yellowstone’ and Colum- 
bia Rivers all have their source in this 
Park. There are over 500 spouting 
geysers that throw a column of hot 
water 30 to 250 feet in the air at in- 
tervals varying from one minute to 
two weeks. There are obsidian glass 
cliffs, beautiful waterfalls, su!phur 
hills, thousands of other curiosities, 
and last but not least the grand canon 
of the Yellowstone, ten miles lonz and 
some 1200 feet in depth, with two mag- 
nificient waterfalls, and the most bril- 
lantly beautiful colored landscape and 
Scenery in the world. 

There are wild flowers of every hue 
and infinite variety, from the pale 
cream of the live-forever, to the deap 
flaming red of the “paint brush’— 
there are blue lupines, fringed genti- 


ans, Jarkspurs and monkshood, fox- 
gioves, columbines, yarrow and wild 
asters in profusion. There are many

The following morning, at 8 o'clock 
all tourists assemble on the wide piaz- 
za—The yellow, four horse coaches, in 
which parties tour through the Park, 
drive up in order. These coaches hold 
11 passengers, three on each of -the 
three covered seats, and two more up 
high by the driver, 

As each coach drives up, the manag- 
er calls out the names of the passeng- 
ers for that rig, their luggage is load- 
ed on the rack at the back and off 
they go, and another coach drives up 
to be similarly loaded. 

If several friends wish to be fellow- 
passengers it can usually be arranged 
by speaking in advance to the clerk in 
charge, otherwise parties are made up 
as seems best to that busy man. One 
sometimes wonders what shake of the 
kaleidoscope of Fate arranges the cvom- 
binations seen on some coaches—Ours 
was a very congenial group, however. 
The same passengers keep the same 
rig or coach throughout the five day 
trip, and before the second day has 
passed are’ usually well acquainted.

cliffs 200 to 300 feet high. covered with 
yellow moss, and so called the ‘“Col- 
den Gate."" Next to the obsidian drive- 
way this was the most difficult piece 
of work encountered by the expert 
engineers. 

Electric Peak over 11,000 feet above 
sea level gives a most wonderful dis- 
play during thunder storms.

goes a long way. Two miles or so 
farther on is a mineral glass oc ohb- 
sidian cliff, and we drive over the only 
glass roadway in the world. It is black 
and glistening, and parts of it looh as 
if polished. Do you: know how the en- 
gineers managed to cut a road threugh 
this formation? Well, they couldn't 
blast it, so they built huge fires 
around the blocks of glass, then sud- 
denly cooled them by dashing cold 
water upon them and shattering them 
into small pieces. Quite a scheme 
wasn’t it? This obsidian is most de~ 
sirable for arrow heads, so this cliff 
used to be a great resort of the Indi- 
ans and was “neutral ground” ‘o all 
the Rocky mountain tribes. 


Not far from this cliff is Beaver 
Lake with several beaver dams across 
it, and some inhabited beaver houses. 
It is too bright and sunny for the oc- 
cupants to be in sight, however. 

At noon we reach Norris Lunch sta- 
tion, and each coachfull, as it un- 
loads, lines up and marches into the 
dining room for lunch. There is jlen- 
ty for all, as a telephone message hag 
been sent ahead giving the numbe” of 
tourists en route. 


The next morning we start off again 
at 8 o’clock, but have only a short 
drive of some three hours, passing 
some beautifully colored springs and 
lakes, reaching the Old Faithful Jjin 
about noon, and not leaving uniil the 
next morning, giving us time to in- 
spect the most beautiful and interest- 
ing stopping place of all in the Park. 


The Old Faithful Geyser, to many 
the most wonderful of all among many 
incomparable objects, is the attraction 
here. It is only a few reds from the 
hotel and as we drive up it proceeds to 
hospitably welcome us by “diowins 
up” in its most approved manner It 
is the most reliable geyser here and 
every 60 to 70 minutes, day and night, 
summer and winter, gives its exhibi- 
tion, sending a column of hot water, 
two feet or mbdre in diameter, upwards 
some one hundred and fifty feet, where 
it remains stationary for three or four 
minutes. This magnificent spectacte 
with its ever shifting background ‘bf 
light and shadow will never be forgot- 
ten. There are other “spouters’ usar 
the -Giant, sending scavYaing 
Water some 250 feet high, -but titis only 
plays about once a week, and 1s not 
to be compared to Old Faithful, which 
never disappoints ong but is always 
true to name. A rival of the geyser. 
however, is found in the Inn named 
after it. The architect had certainly 
a master mind. It is the most wunder- 
fully planned and unique bit of arehi- 
tecture, yet cunningly simple and 
primeval in appearance, It is a long, 
rambling structure with many peaked 
dormer windows, two or three rows of 
them, and a broad rustic piazza. The 
Whole structure is made of large logs, 
spiked together. In the big hall is a 
stone chimney, visible all the way to 
the roof, with fireplaces on each of 
the four sides. Evenings, fires are kin- 
Gled therein, and a.big corn popper, 
some three feet square, hung by an 
iron chain from a crane overhead, 
and ho'aing a peck or more of corn, 
is put into service, and a sigit it is 
to see the tourists seated around tne 
blazing hearths, waiting for the corn 
popped, and then passing it 


dewn at them from “old hichory” 
rockers in the rustic balcony built all 
around the big hall, The stairs are of 
logs, cut in half, making a flat sur- 
face to step on, and a winding stair 
leads up to the roof, where one ean 
go o'nights and see the searchlight lo- 
cated there at the highest point of the 
rcof turned on Old Faithful as it plays. 
The night we were up there the light 
was turned on the refuse heaps dehind 
the hotel and we saw three or four 
bears prowling round it. Either side 
of the stairways and each gabled win- 
dow are crooked twin branches, no 
four alike, yet each pair almost identi- 
cally curved, These branches were pro- 
cured at a certain part of the Park, 
scme few miles away. The electric 
lights are in the shape of white can- 
dles, seemingly speared on nails, _ ir: 
old Puritan style. The walls of the 
rooms are unplaned boards, the big 
rafters show overhead, there are big, 
broad window seats, cretonne covered, 
in each room, the china-ware is a 
coarse yellow with dark green poppies 
thereon, the whole scheme having been 
planned to combine comfort, simplicity 
and old-fashioned quaintness. 


Two other curiosities in this particu- 
lar region, especially worthy of men- 
tion, are the Punch Bowl, a hollowed 
formation, about ten feet in diameter, 
with a many hued rim some two feet 
high. over which the water constantly 
trickles, the contents boiling over and 
keeping -the colors clean aml bright 
Then the Morning Glory Spring, a pool 
Some twenty feet in diameter, so nam- 
ed from its shape which exacily re- 
sembles that flower, its deep blue walls 
filled with particularly clear water, 
giving a color scheme long to be re- 
membered. 


The next morning we start out again 
at 8 o'clock this time for a forty Inile 
ride to Yellowstone Lake. As we drive 
off we gaze reluctantly backward, 
loathe to leave Old Faithful, now gal- 
lantly saluting us. On this ride we 
pass bver the summit of a continental 
divide, where, on one side of the drive- 
Way we see a branch of the Columbia 
that flows into the Pacific ocear, and 
on the other side a portion of the Yal- 
lowstone Lake whose waters reach the 
Atlantic via the Yellowstone, Missouri

and Mississippi rivers, 


The Keppler Cascades, some 130 feet 
high, with a background of dark for- 


est, leaping down a rocky stairway, 
step by step are charming to look up- 
on, but the glory of the drive is the 
view of the three snow-capped senti- 
nels of the Teton Mts., some 50 miles 
away. They form part of the boundary 
between Wyoming and Idaho, and are 
over 14,000 feet high. 


We lunch at the “Thumb” station 
where a portion of the waters form in 
shape the thumb to the gigantic hand 
ot Yellowstone Lake. This is an ‘dyl- 
lic spot for fishermen, the waters }e- 
ing full of fish, seen plainly as one 
walks along the shore. At this place 
one may catch fish from a rock or gey- 
ser cone on the edge of the Lake, and 
without moving one’s steps can drop 
the trout into a boiling spring, within 
three feet of the lake, and cok it, 
without removing it from the line. 
This sounds like a “fish story,” bvt it 
differs from most because it is really 
true, ‘all things being possible” jn this 
region. There are several geyser coneg 
and paint pots to be seen tn the after- 
noon, some of the paints resembling 
white lead, others are of strawberr: 
color, and some are blue and yellow. 
{t was on this drive we saw a herd 
of deer splashing and playing in the 
water not more than twenty rods from 
the driveway. We watch them sporting 
ubout for several minutes unt‘l the 
coaches driving up behind us startle 
them and they leap and bound up the 
bank over peak and crag to some quiet 


; Tetreat known only to them. 


There are two falls in the Yellow- 
stone, the Upper, with a perpendicular 
drop of 140 feet, and a quarter of a 
mile below are the Lower, or Great 
Falls, 360 feet high. Not so grand, per- 
haps as Niagara, nor the height of 
some of those of ‘the Yosemite, but 
beautiful, profoundly solemnly _ stil! 
and above all, majestic. A footpath 
leads to the bottom of the Upper Falls. 
Gazing down the Canyon one sees 
Point Lookout, some 1500 feet above 
the river, and directly opposite is° Ar- 
tists’ Point, which derives its naine 
from being the site from which was 


painted the celebrated picture now 
hanging in the. Capitol at Washing- 
ton.

‘Joseph Phelps, by. his fitst wife, 
Ruth French, left 7Ruth, wife of 
Ephraim foster, 7Francis of Danvers, 
wife Hannah Duncklee. ‘Isaac, born 
1778, died on a voyage to West Indies, 
Joseph, who married Rebecca Abbott, 
daughter of Moses Abbott and Eliz- 
abeth Holt, ‘Jonathan, who married 
Abigail Abbott, her sister, lived.on 
Salem street many years, dying at SS 
in 1866, ‘Samuel and wife Sally 
Brooks, of Lexington, “Elisha and 
Mary French of Northtield, 7Mary, wite 
of Amos Sheldon of Danvers and Shit: 
ley, “Jacob and wife Rebecca Reed, of 
South Natick. These were children of 
Ruth French, adding two infants who 
died. She saved the Phelps’ name. 
By second wife, Isabel Dutton, ‘Lydia, 
wife of a Jonathan Abbott not placed 
by book, "Timothy, who married Dor- 
cas Chamberlain of Dedham, *Theo- 
dore, ‘Joel, our veteran shoemaker, 
who lived on Central street so long, 
marrying twice, but left only one heir 
James, 7Hannah, born 1801, not traced, 
"Henry, 1806, married Lydia Foster 
and moved to Dedham. There, look 
at that record and think that all but 
two of the seventeen matured and 
thirteen were married. We all know 
the happy home the sisters had to 
gether so long on Salem street, *Eliza- 
beth Holt Phelps, *Belinda Jane, chil- 
dren of ‘Joseph, and who kept a very 
successful club dining-room for students, 
and cut gowns for the maidens who 
graduated from Abbot and Punchard. 
SHannah Holt Phelps, of this happy. 
hospitable group of cousins, still sur 
vives, and resides with her eldest son, 
Rev. George Gutterson, whose record 
as an olive tree almost equals his great 
grandfather's, Her sister, ®Priscilla, wife 
of Richard Moore, so long resident, al!
